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Autopsy Shows 

Bracht Died Soon 
After Kidnapping 


ANTWERP, Belgium, April 10 
iUPI) — Kidnapped millionaire 
Baron Charles Bracht died soon af- 
ter he was injured during his ab- 
duction March 7, an autopsy 
showed today. His body was found 
early today on a garbage dump in a 
wooded ansa near Antwerp. 

The kidnappers nonetheless tried 
for two weeks to squeeze ransom 
money out of the 63-year-old busi- 
nessman’s family. 

“The autopsy came to the con- 
clusion the baron died a violent 
death.” State Prosecutor Julian van 
Hoeylandt said. 

“It is evident that during the 
whole period of his disappearance 
there has been no direct sign of life 
from the baron,” he said — an indi- 
cation that Baron Bracht died dur-

mg or immediately after his cap- 
ture. 

He did not reveal the causes of 
death. But be said it could be as- 
sumed that he died of the conse- 
quences of violence used during the 
kidnapping. 

Bloodstains were found near 
Baron Brachi’s abandoned automo- 
bile after the abduction. “It seems 
obvious he was kidnapped for 
money,” Mr. van Hoeylandt said. 
However, he did not sturdy ex- 
dude a political motive. 

The police earlier denied news- 
paper speculation that Baron 
Bracht was kidnapped by the Ar- 
gentine Montoneros guerrillas — 
and so did the Montoneros them- 
selves. 

Baron Bracht was a director of 
the Bunge and Bom grain-shipping 
company, two of whose directors 
were kidnapped in Argentina in 
1974 and were released after pay- 
ment of a $60- million ransom and 
distribution of $1 million worth of 
food among shantytown inhabin- 
tanis. 

Call by Contact 

The body was found at 4 ajn. af- 
ter someone, who authorities be- 
lieve is the same man who acted as 
a contact for the kidnappers, called 
Baron Brachfs family last night. 

He directed them to a bridge 
over a motorway near Odegem, 12 
kilometers east of Antwerp. “There 
you will find a sketch with indica- 
tions which should enable you to 
find the Baron's body,” the caller 
said. Mr. van Hoeylandt said the 
sketch was found tinder a stone 
near the bridge. 

Mr. van Hoeylandt refused to 
say whether Baron Bracht had been 
shot, because the case is under judi- 
cial investigation

It was the fifth sent by

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y.. 
April 10 (UPI) — The highest Son- 
et official in the United Nations 
has left his office due to “differenc- 
es with his government.” a UN 
spokesman announced today. 

It was unclear immediately 
whether Arkady Shevchenko, under 
secretary- general for political and 
Security Council affairs, had 
defected. 

In Washington. State Depart- 
ment spokesman Tom Rest on said 
that Mr. Shevchenko had aolified 
the State Department through his 
attorney that he would not return 
to the Soviet Union. 

Other State Department officials 
said that Mr. Shevchenko has not 
asked for political asylum. Howev- 
er. they stressed this question 
would not arise as long as he was 
attached lo the United Nations 
and, as such, legally residing in the 
United States. 

Mr. Shevchenko left his UN off- 
ice Friday. 

Diplomatic sources said that his 
wife and daughter left New York 
Sunday for Moscow. 

The UN spokesman said that the 
47-year-old Mr. Shevchenko “is 
considered to be on leave” pending 
clarification. 

In his post, Mr. Shevchenko was 
in charge of the organizational 
setup of the UN Security Council, 
the highest political body of the 
United Nations. His office handles 
all official communications with 
the Security Council and makes the 
practical arrangements Tor its meet- 
ings. 

Technically. Mr. Shevchenko is 
an international civil servant. But 
appointments to the key posts are 
made on recommendations of indi- 
vidual governments only, and the 
posLs are evenly distributed among 
the different power groups within 
the world organization.

He joined the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs in 1936 and held diplo- 
matic posts in the Department of 
International Organizations. He 
also took part in disarmament ne- 
gotiations in Geneva and New 
York. 

In 1963, he was appointed to the 
P e r m anent Mission of the Soviet 
Union to the United Nations, hold- 
ing the post of senior counselor at 
the end of his tour and was in 
charge of matters relating to the Se- 
curity CoundL disarmament and 
other political issues. 

On several occasions, Mr. 
Shevchenko represented the Soviet 
Union in the First (Political! Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly. In 
June. 1970. be was appointed 
adviser to the minister for foreign 
affairs and later given the rank of 
ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics. 

Along with his diplomatic service 
in the Soviet Foreign Ministry. Mr. 
Shevchenko continued his scientific 
work and is the author of several 
books on disarmament. 

In addition he has written arti- 
cles for Soviet scientific magazines 
on various problems of internation- 
al relations, international law and 
many other subjects, including the 
United Nations.

Mogadishu 
Calm After 
Coup Bid 

NAIROBI, April 10 fAPj— The 
Somali capital of Mogadishu was 
completely back to normal today 
after troops loyal to Somali Presi- 
dent Mohammed Siad Barre 
crushed a coup attempt against his 
government. 

"It is just a normal Monday 
morning here," said a Western dip- 
lomat contacted by tdephone.'Tbe 
shops and offices are all open and 
there is no sign of extra security 
precautions that we have seen.” 

Somali radio said that the situa- 
tion elsewhere in the country also 
was peaceful. The coup attempt 
lasted about two hours yesterday 
morning when residents in Mogad- 
ishu heard explosions and the 
sounds of gunfire on the outskirts 
of the capitaL 

Shortly afterward Mr. Siad Bane 
announced in a broadcast that the 
uprising by a group of army offi- 
cers ana enlisted men had beat put 
down. All the rebels behind the 
coup are now in custody, the radio 
reported. There is still no official 
indication how many persons were 
involved or whether they had back- 
ing from within the government. 

The brief uprising that erupted 
south of the capital did not come as 
a suprise.

Four Whales 
Stuck Under 
Canadian Ice 

SPRINGDALE. Newfound- 
land, April 10 (AP) — -The Cana- 
dian Coast Guard today sent an 
icebreaker into a frozen bay to 
try to rescue four trapped 
whales who were smashing 
themselves against the under- 
side of the ice in frantic efforts 
to breathe and get back to sea. 

The icebreaker Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert was to cut a path from 
the sea through the ice in Halls 
Bay, on Newfoundland’s north- 
east coast, in hope that the wind 
would blow the broken ice to 
sea and allow the whales to 
swim to freedom. 

Officials said the three hump- 
backs and one narwhal were 
cutting and bruising themselves 
on the ice. 

Dr. J. Hyman, a marine mam- 
mal specialist from New York 
called in to assist in the rescue 
attempt, said that the hump- 
backs were expected to survive 
but the narwhal, an arctic whale 
with a long tusk, might be too 
weak and too far from its natu- 
ral environunenL

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Spanish Prince , Home From Exile , Still a Socialist

MADRID. April 10 (NYT)— He 
hardly looked like Spain's last po- 
litical exile to come home. Settled 
in an armchair in an elegant apart- 
ment. Prince Carlos Hugo de Bor- 
bon pulled on a cigar and dodged 
the question. 

Has this slim, intelligent. 48- 
year-old aristocrat, heir to an an- 
archist populist movement that 
plunged 19th-century Spain into a 
chain of bloody wars, renounced 
his claims to the throne now occu- 
pied by a distant cousin. King Juan 
Carlos? 

“There is difficulty for me in an- 
swering this question.” conceded 
the French-bom prince, speaking a 
lightly accented Spanish that he 
mastered late in life. “In a democ- 
racy. no one has to renounce his 
past. The Communists have not re- 
nounced their pasL the Socialists 
have not had to renounce their past 
and I do not feel I have to renounce 
mypasL” 

Trie quixotic historical adventure 
known as Carl ism. bom of a dis- 
pute early in the 1 9th century over 
the right' of a woman to head the 
Spanish monarchy, lives on. But, 
thanks to some radical updating by 



Prince Carlos Hugo, it has ceased 
to be a reactionary protest against 
the encroachments of industrial 
civilization and has become, 
remarkably, a voice for socialism 
and a decentralized federal state. 
Prince Carlos Hugo is Spain's So- 
cialist prince. 

“Carl ism has always been Social- 
ist without calling itself such,” the 
prince maintained. “In Russia 
many of the revolutionaries were 
princes; in the rest of Europe, too.

The prince, who was not permit- 
ted to return to Spain from his 
French exile until last October and 
who is still awaiting a Spanish 
passport, does his best to play 
down the monarchist side of the 
party he leads. 

“The dynastic question does not 
present itself, at least for the 
moment.” he says. “I say that in 
Spain there is not a dynastic 
quarrel” 

King Juan Carlos seems to have 


taken Prince Carlos Hugo at his 
word and Iasi month received him 
for 45 minutes at the Zarzuela pal- 
ace. “Many difficulties from the 
past have been overcome.” said 
Prince Carlos Hugo. “He is the 
King. Of course, it is necessary to 
accept him, because if we don't we 
will rupture the coexistence of 
Spanish politics.” 

Today the Carlist cause is little 
more than a curiosity, but in the 
past it was a mass-based, some- 
times violent, rear-guard nuisance 
and one of the forces that fattened 
the ranks of Franco's rebellion 
against the Second Republic. The 
first Carlist pretender was the 
brother of King Ferdinand Carlos 
Maria Isidro, who based his claim 
to the throne on the Salic Law pro- 
claimed by Spain's first Bourbon 
King. Philip V, which had limited 
the royal succession to males. 
Shortly before his death in 1833. 
King Ferdinand altered the law of 
succession in favor of his daughter. 
Isabella. 

Guerrilla Wars 

The resulting controversy 
launched the Carlist cause, and 
stretches of the 19th century saw its 
partisans mired in a series of guer- 
rilla wars, shading more than once 
into brigandage, amounting to a 
protest by backward, rural and very 
Roman Catholic areas against the 
creeping incursions of Liberalism 
and an industrial society. 

Prince Carlos Hugo's father, 
Francisco Javier de Borbon- Parma, 
fought with Franco in the Spanish 
Civil War. but then broke with him 
and ended up joining the anti-Nazi 
resistance in France. Arrested, he 
was taken to the Dachau concen- 


tration camp in Germany, where he 
was liberated by US. troops in 
1944. 

A year ago, the aging pretender 
was apparently kidnapped by 
Prince Carlos Hugo's rightist 
brother. Prince Sixto. but, before 
dying last May. he passed on the 
mantle of “succession” to Prince 
Carlos Hugo. 

In some ways, the shady Prince 
Six to. who has been compromised 
in various far-right adventures in 
Spain, represents a more authentic 
streak of Cariism. but he now 
seems to be in hiding after a gun-

Dwight Martin, Newsman, 
Covered Mao’s Victory 


NEW YORK, April 10 (IHT) — 
Dwight Martin, 57, veteran foreign 
correspondent who covered such 
events as the Chinese Communist 
revolution, the Korean war and the 
Berlin crisis, died yesterday of a 
heart attack. 

At the time of his death. Mr. 
Martin was a senior editor at 
Newsweek magazine. He joined 
Newsweek as its Boon- Berlin bu- 
reau chief in 1960 and wrote more 
than a score of cover stories for the 
magazine. 

A foreign affairs specialist. Mr. 
Martin spent 15 years abroad for 
Time Inc. and Newsweek. His first 
post was China where he covered 
the closing months of the Commu- 
nist revolution. Mr. Martin report- 
ed Mao Tse-t ung's penetration 
through the Nationalist southern 
ranks and managed to leave just a 
day before the strongholds of 
Nanking and Shanghai fell to 
Mao’s troops. 

In 1950. Mr. Martin transferred 
to Korea as a war correspondent 
and the following year served as 
bureau chief of Time-Life Interna- 
tional in Tokyo and Hong Kon^. In 
195R. he was named head of Time- 
Life's Eastern and Central Europe 
bureau. A year later he was ap- 
pointed chid 1 of the Caribbean bu- 
reau in Havana. 

Mr. Martin also covered the 
Communist insurrection in Malaya, 
the French war in Indochina, the 
Communist Hukbalahap insurgen- 
cy in the Philippines and Commu- 
nist rebellions in Burma. In Europe 
he covered the Khrushchev state 
visit to Austria, the Kennedy-Khru- 
shchev summit meeting in Vienna, 
the First U.S.-Communist China 
talks in Warsaw and Communist 
party congresses in Poland. Czech- 
oslovakia and Yugoslavia.

Further safeguards would be provided by 
national means of verification through recon- 
naissance satellites, co mmunications moni- 
toring and other intelligence techniques. 
These were considered adequate in 1969 to 
avoid violations on a scale that could signifi- 
cantly affect the nuclear balance. One verfi- 
cation problem is that exclusions from the 
cutoff would be needed for limi ted produc- 
tion of tritium, a hydrogen isotope that must 
be replaced from time to time in existing nu- 
clear warheads, and for controlled produc- 
tion of highly-enriched ur anium for the pro- 
pulsion reactors of nuclear ships.

An Arrogant Reservation

The “reservation” is arrogant 
t mocks the intent to replace the dangerous- 
y obsolete terms of the 1903 treaty with a 
elationship respectful of a small country’s 
jovereignty and pride. And it could yet kill 
he two Panama treaties.

reservation does not really alter the sub- 
stance of the first treaty. It is not inconceiv- 
able that he will bow to the threats of Sen. 
Howard Baker, R-Tenm, who, incredibly, 
takes the position that since he, Howard 
Baker, has “really gone out on a limb for 
these treaties...our friends in Panama ought 
to know that just the twitch of an eyelid, just 
the slightest provocation or expression that 
these treaties, or this trreaty in this form, is 
not acceptable to Panama, and this whole 
thing could go down the tube.” By jingo, Mr. 
Baker, how could Panama dare to inconven- 
ience your presidential aspirations? 

Such are the stakes for both countries, 
however, that anyone wishing them well is 
reduced to foisting upon Panama an addi- 
tional burden of compromise. Presumably, 
that is why President Carter, in the text of an 
interview released Saturday, said that “any 
statement, even if it is well-based, by the Pan- 
amanians that would cause consternation or 
doubt in the minds of U.S. senators could 
very well endanger the passage of the second 
treaty.” We say with genuine regret that we 
do not see that the Pan amani an government 
has a good alternative to learning to live with 
the DeConcini reservation. To carry its anger 
to the point of giving the Senate the pretext 
to turn tail on the treaties would be a disas- 
ter. In a fairer world, it would not be this 
way. The fact is that the United States lacks 
the maturity, and the administration the po- 
litical prowess, to make thinkgs come out 
otherwise. 

* * * 

The shame of this approach is evident. If, 
however, Panama finally balks at accepting 
the U.S. revision of the first treaty, or if the 
Senate piles more equally egregious amend- 
ments on the second, then it is dear where 
the principal responsiblity for the resultant 
diplomatic catastrophe will lie. It will lie on 
uninformed, insensitive, posturing legislators 
like Dennis DeConcini and Howard Baker — 
men demonstrably blind to the requirements 
of treating other nations, even a small, close, 
friendly and strategically vital nation like 
Panama, with decency and respect.

So it 
is no surprise that the Panamanians, passing 
beyond their initial, relatively subdued criti- 
cism of the reservation at home, are now so- 
liciting international sympathy for their ob- 
jections to it. Once international support for 
their position solidifies, as almost certainly it 
will — and why not? — they may openly reject 
the reservation and hope to face the United 
States down. 

Now, perhaps, Gen. Omar Tonijos, the 
Panamanian leader, is feinting, or trying to 
win an international moral victory to cover 
Panama’s h umilia tion. Or perhaps he is 
merely gathering international support to 
deter further hurtful amendments that the 
Senate may impose on the second treaty 
(covering the period up to 2000). It may yet 
turn out that Panama's crushing need for the 
new revenues promised by the treaties will 
induce the general to swallow his pride, 
brush aside his opposition and accept the

B OSTON — Government doesn't 
work. So minions of Ameri- 
cans — perhaps most of us — feel. 
Anyone who travels around this 
country and listens knows that 
pie everywhere talk resent 
about the unresponsiveness, the in- 
eptitude of govemmenL Faith in its 
ability to get things done is dismal- 
ly low. 

One reason is that it is harder tn 
know what to do. Alan Otten of the 
Wall Street Journal made the point 
the other day. No one seems to 
have answers to the big problems: 
inflation, the cities, unemployment. 
It is difficult to develop die con- 
sensus needed for new policies. 
Waning interest groups lack the 
old political talent for accommoda- 
tion. 

But most Americans feel the 
shortcomings of government at a 
level less grand than the develop- 
ment of great new policies. They 
encounter the government when 
some persona] interest is at stake: 
in disability benefits or taxes or 
business regulations. They have to 
deal with bureaucrats, and the ex- 
perience is frustrating. Too often, 
they find incompetence, insensitivi- 
ty or insolence. 

Last month. President Carter 
proposed steps to improve the fed- 
eral bureaucracy. He asked Con- 
gress to reform the Civil Service 
system for the first time in almost 
100 years, making its processes less 
cumbersome, giving some financial 
incentive for good performance 
and introducing modern manage- 
ment ideas. 

The plan had an enthusiastic re- 
ception at first. There were friendly 
editorials from various points of 
the political compass, and any crit- 
ics were muted. But last week the 
other shoe fdL The House Civil 
Service Committee hdd hearings 
on the legislation, and leaders of 
government employee unions were 
there in loud voice to say no. 

“A conspiracy by federal person- 
nel officers to scuttle the merit 
system,” said James Hill of the Na- 
tional Federation of Professional 
Organizations. Joseph Cook Jr. of 
the American Federation of Gov- 
ernment Employees spoke of a “ba- 
sic denial of constitutional rights of 
due process as guaranteed under 
the Fifth Amendment” 

What exactly would deny the 
constitutional rights of a govern- 
ment worker, as Cook charged? 
Well, the legislation would make it 
possible to fire or demote an em- 
ployee for incompetence in a mere 
four months, after wanting him, 
giving time for improvement and 
allowing a full appeal. Some consti- 
tutional violation! 

At present it takes as long as 21 
months to fire a stenographer, in a 
process that costs the govern- 
ment — that is, us — up to S 100,000. 
In fact, the process is so burden- 
some that practically no one is

fired. If there is a “constitutional 
right” to that system, the govern- 
ment will sooner or later think of 
its own bureaucratic weight. 

We were taught in school that 
one of the great forward steps in 
U.S. government came when “the 
spoils system'-— political appoint- 
ment of federal employees — was re- 
placed by “the merit system.” But 
as politics can be corrupt, so a Civil 
Service without incentive for new 
ideas and better performance can 
be stifling. A good system needs 
both permanent employees and an 
opportunity for leadership from 
above. 

Unfortunately, bureaucracy is 
not a very sexy subject. Pulitzer 
Prizes are not usually awarded for 
stories exposing inefficiency in 
some federal office. In facL the 
only journal I know that pays regu- 
lar attention to the bureaucracy 
and chronicles its excesses is the 
Washington Monthly. 

In a recent issue of that maga- 
zine. Michael Nelson made an im- 
portant point about the problem of 
a bumbling bureauaacy. Liberals 
seldom care about it, he said, but 
they should — because they are the 
ones who want government to pro- 
vide services and make reforms and 
meet problems. If the government 
is seen as incompetent, fewer peo- 
ple will want it to do things. 

Right now Americans complain 


a lot about government, but few ac- 
tually want it to do less. The aver- 
age citizen is no Milton Friedman, 
fired by a zealot's vision of life in a 
free market. He wants the govern- 
ment to help the old and the sick — 
and business and middle-doss col- 
lege students and numberless other 
interests. 

“If anything does set off a wave 
of right-wing, anti-government 
fervor. Nelson wrote, “it will be 
the failure of liberals to see to it 
that the government Americans 
want need not be Gargantuan or 
staggeringly complex, and must be 
delivered efficiently and courteous- 
ly" 

That being so. liberals in Con- 
gress will naturally support Presi- 
dent Carter’s reforms, won’t they? 
WelL after hearing the employee 
union spokesmen last week. Rep. 
Herbert Harris. D-Va.. said, “I’m 
skeptical the administration is 
going to get what they want, or get 
it very fast.” 

Lots of government workers live 
in Harris's district, so his remark is 
not surprising. But it is depressing. 
Government employees, with their 
booming pay over recent years, 
have made the Washington area 
one of the most prosperous in the 
country — and built up great resist- 
ance to any change in their status. 
If there is to be reform, the rest of 
us will have to speak up. 


M UNICH— While most of the 
world's attention has been 
focused on such issues as the neu- 
tron bomb or the Middle East, that 
of millions of West Germans has 
been galvanized by the strange case 
of Anneliese MichcL 
Aged 23 and majoring in educa- 
tion at Wuerzburg University at the 
time, she has been dead almost two 
years— since July 1, 1976— follow- 
ing a prolonged period of exorcism 
conducted according to the rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

However one views it. Anneliese 
Michel died a victim of “the powers 
of darkness,” although opinions di- 
verge shazply as to which ones — 
these of the Devil incarnate, or 
those of the superstitions, myths 
and dements of fundamentalist 
faith that pervade many rural areas 
of this country, especially Bavaria. 

For the past two weeks, at any 
rate, her death has been the subject 
of a much publicized negligent 
homicide trial in the district court 
of Aschaffenburg, a city 30 miles 
upstream on the Main River from 
Frankfurt. 

The defendants, accused of 
“felonious failure to obtain medical 
assistance," ore her father, Jose, 60, 
her mother. Anna. 57. and two 
priests— the Rev. Wilhelm Renz, 
67. and the Rev. Ernst Alt. 40. 

Notably absent from the dock— 
chorees against him having been 
1 — is Bishop Josef Stangl of 
uerzburg. in whose diocese it all 
took place. 

The story, distilled from testimo- 
ny that has struck some observers 
as a backward glimpse into the 
Middle Ages and others tike a page 
from a Hollywood script, is this: 
Anneliese was raised in a devout- 
ly religious environment in the idyl- 
lic Bavarian town of Klingenberg. 
where her father owns a sawmill. 
She had been under periodic psy- 
chiatric care since age 16. suffering 
from epilepsy (possibly caused by a 
childhood fall], a "hyper- religious 
personality disorder," and anorex- 
ia. 

Although she “responded well" 
to medication and therapy after 
graduating from high school and 
enrolling at the university, she had 
relapses in 1974 and 1975 — more 
frequent and intense epileptic at- 
tacks and episodes or deep depres- 
sion — which her parents (and ap- 
parently Anneliese herself) believed 
were signs of possession by the 
Devil. 

As her condition worsened, she 
withdrew from her university dor- 
mitory and returned home to 
Klingenberg.

r T'OKYO— Prospects for the con- 

X elusion at last of a treaty of 
peace and friendship between Ja- 
pan and China have set in motion a 
major realignment of the Far East 
political triangle. 

Although it is still not certain 
that negotiations on the long-de- 
layed pact can be brought to a con- 
clusion for several more months, it 
is clear from recent developments 
that Japan and China are on the 
threshold of a closer relationship, 
mid, conversely, that Japan’s rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union — never 
very warm— have coaled by several' 
degrees. 

The main obstacle in the Japan- 
China negotiations, stalled smoe 
1975, is the controversial anti-he- 
gemony clause that Peking insists 
be written in pledging that the two 
countries will refrain from extend- 
ing their hegemony in Asia. But as 
the Japanese see it, Peking’s pro- 
posed wording also constitutes a 
thinly veiled warning to Moscow 
against the spread of Soviet influ- 
ence in the region. 

Anxious to avoid provoking 
Moscow. Tokyo initially rejected 
the hegemony clause, but subse- 
quently agreed on the condition 
that a proviso be added specifying 
that it was not directed against a 
third country. However, the Chi- 
nese have been standing firm on 
their original postion, and the next 
move is up to Tokyo. 

Indications are that the Japanese 
are ready to give some ground. In a 
series of recent meetings of party 
executives. Premier Takeo Fuku- 
da’s Liberal Democrats are report- 
ed to have drawn up at least four 
alternative wordings of the he- 
gemony clause which they believe 
will break the deadlock. As one in- 
fluential Liberal-Democrat put it: 
“This time we must bring the treaty 
to a conclusion at all costs.” The 
new Japanese proposals will be 
conveyed by Foreign Minister 
Sunao Sonoda who is to visit Pe- 
king this month. 

The small pro-Taiwan block in 
the Liberal-Democratic party re- 
mains to be won over, but the party 
majority should have little difficul- 
ty bringing them into line. 

As every event has its moment, 
the government believes that the 
time has come to cast Japan into a 
closer relationship with its giant 
neighbor.

Trade Issue 


The signing m February of an 
eight-year, S20-billion trade agree- 
ment between Peking and a visiting 
delegation of top-ranking Japanese 
businessmen was welcomed m To- 
kyo as an opportunity to develop 
new markets for Japanese goods at 
a time when Japanese products are 
encountering growing protectionist 
resistance in the Western world. 

The agreement is important for 
Japan not only because it will en- 
able the export of technology and 
machinery, including construction 
of a 6-miliion-ton-a-year integrated 
steel plant near Shanghai, but also 
because it provides, in exchange, 
for the imports of substantial quan- 
tities of oil coking coal and other 
raw materials which win help Japan 
diversify its sources of supply. 

With the improvement of eco- 
nomic ties, it came as no surprise 
that the mood for further rap- 
prochement should hove led Pre- 
mier Fukuda to instruct Mr. Shqji 
Sato, Japan’s ambassador in Peking 
to sound out the Chinese on a 
resumption of talks on the peace 
pact. 

Conclusion of a formal Japan- 
China peace treaty would also be a 
major boost for Mr. Fukuda to 
offset the pressures building 
agai n st his government for its fail- 
ure to pull the country out of its 
recession. 

Some party members who would 
like to see Mr. Fukuda vacate the 
hip (when the Liberal- 
us hold their next election 
for the party presidency this 
December) describe tbe Japan -Chi- 
na peace treaty as Mr. Fukuda’s 
hanamichi — the aisle along which 
the actor walks to the ovation of 
the audience in his final exit from 
the stage in Japan’s traditional the- 
ater. 

Meanwhile, as Tokyo and Peking . 
have been moving closer to each 
other, the Soviet Union seems to 
have gone out of its way to -antago- 
nize the Japanese.

Irritated Attempts by Moscow to 
counter with a cooperation treaty 
of its own with Japan— the pro- 
posed Moscow text of which was 
unilaterally announced in the Feb- 
ruary 23 edition of Isvestia — served 
only to compound Japan's irrita- 
tion. 

Japanese still remember the 
shock they received when President 
Nixon visited Peking to establish 
diplomatic relations in 1970. There 
is a certain satisfaction here that

was consulted. He diugnosed 
"possession." Following fenglbv 
cx changes of correspondence with 
Bishop Stangl and procedures pre- 
pared by an 83-ycar-old Jcusit 
“satanologist" in Frankfort, the 
bishop approved formal rites of ex- 
orcism according to the church's 
17th century Rnualc Roroanum. 
He appointed Father Renz, a one- 
time missionary in China, to con- 
duct them. 

That w as in September, 1975. No 
physician was consulted again. 

Bui for the next 10 months, at 
least twice weekly, under strictest 
secrecy m a back room of her par- 
ents’ house, with orify her father, 
mother, younger sisters and boy- 
friend in' attendance. Father Renz 
subjected Annettes* to 73 one-hour 
sessions of exorcism, dutifully re- 
cording each on tape. 

The last was on the evening or 
June 30. 1976. By then Anneliese, 
who had refused all food and most 
liquids for weeks, weighed a skele- 
tal 68 pounds. Her head and body 
were bruised, her from teeth bro- 
ken by trying to bite into hard ob- 
jects during her epileptic seizures. 
The next rooming she was dead. 

According to Father Renz, she 
was finally free of “the demons that 
possessed her.” There had been, he 
maintains, “a half dozen who iden- 
tified themselves by name: Lucifer. 
Cain. Judos, Nero. Hitler and 
Fleisdunann [the latter a 17th-cen- 
tury Klingenberg priest rumored to 
have murdered his mistress]. Their 
tenacity in Anneliese is proof of the 
power of Satan” 

Father Renz says that they can 
be heard on the tapes, excerpts of 
which have been broadcast over 
West German television and were 
piped into the courtroom last week. 
On them, Anneliese grunts and 
shrieks obscenities at the priest 

According to the autopsy, Annel- 
iese died of malnutrition, acute 
dehydration and cardiovascular 
collapse. 

In the trial , now in its third week, 
the prosecution charges that 
Anneleise’s life could nave been 
saved had a doctor been consulted. 
The defense— a team of star attor- 
neys — has built its case on the issue 
of religious freedom and maintains 
that, having no medical training or 
experience, neither Annelicse's par- 
ents nor the two priests could hve 
been expected to recognize her con- 
dition and secure the aid of a doc- 
tor. 

Whatever its outcome and ver- 
dict. the case must be seen in the 
context of its environment — rural 
Bavaria where belief in demons, 
witchcraft and superstitions is sur- 
prisingly widespread. 

Ami-hex symbols abound in 
many villages-^-usually just a pitch- 
fork leaning against a bam door, 
the prongs powtii 
w'ard, though not ir 
called hexensenx, 
on a pole atop a farmhouse root 
Many hamlets have their favorite 
hexenmeister — traveling exorcists 
and witchhunts. Invariably clever 
con men earn small fortunes by ex- 
ploiting superstitions as to why 
some cows don’t give enough milk 
or the chickens do not lay enough 
eggs. 

But in a larger sense, besides its 
potential political ramifications, 
the trial has widened and publi- 
cized the controversy between re- 
formers and traditionalists in the 
church in West Germany. 

The demons who “took posses- 
sion” of Anneliese Michel, accord- 
ing to Pater Renz, were “unusually 
articulate” in voicing partisan sym- 
pathy for “modernists” in the 
church. So whose work can that be? 

And the traditionalists are speak- 
ing out. Bishop Rudolf Graber 
maintained defiantly not long ago 
that “a personified Devil is church 
dogma, for if there is no Devil there 
can be no God." Meanwhile, Bish- 
op Stangl. who still insists he was 
right in authorizing exorcism for 
Anneliese Michel, has since takeo 
steps to protect himself and his ex- 
orcists against future “mishaps." 
Henceforth, exorcism in the diocese 
will be approved only if the 
“possessed' person agrees to a 
doctor’s presence during the rites.

The demond for electricity for the 
B4EL network was 125.0 billion kWh 
in 1977. on increase of 4.6 M6on over 
the previous year, although this 3.8% 
increase naturally reflects the present 
cfiffiaift economic situation. 

In order to meet this demand, 
ENEl was obfiged to supplement its 
own production by acquiring energy 
from other domestic end foreign pro- 
ducers. (77% of the total). 

The total gross production of 
125.4 billion kWh (os against 124.5 in 
1976) was mode up as follows; 

8Z2 bdfion kWh from convention- 
al thermoelectric sources-, 

37.3 biikon kWh from hydroelec- 
tric sources, - 

3.4 billion kWh from nudear 
sources,- 

Z5 bfflion kWh from geothermal 
sources. 

The figure of 37.3 biffion kWh of 
hydroelectricity, the largest amount 
ever produced by B4B, is due to the 
exceptionally hi^t rainfall during the 
first ten months of 1977 in Northern 
Italy, where most hydroelectric power 
plants ere situated. 

This unusually high figure for 
hydroelectric power was balanced by 
a reduction of 67 billion kWh in ther- 
moelectric power obtained From trodi- 
honal Fuels (fuel oil, gasoil, cod, meth- 
ane) as compared with 1976, and a 
consequent reduction m currency out- 
Joy. 

The increased demand for energy 
by the network (3.8%) was matched 
by a sfightty larger increase in capaci- 
ty requirements, from 23.3 GW to 
24.3 GW (a rise of 4.2%). 

In order to meet these increases, 
new thermoelectric generating units 
began operations during 1977 for □ 
total of 1460 MW (820 of which ore 
installed in Southern ltdy). 

The High-voltage transmission and 
interconnection network (130-150-220- 
380 kvyrer eased by about 400 km of 
circuits. 


s u pple m en t ary progrmnme for the 
construction of new plants, on account 
of the time required both for obtain- 
ing the necessary authorisations and 
for building the plants.

The choice of the means of pro- 
duction to fulfil these energy reqdre- 
meats must be mode in the Bght of the 
country's particular energy situation 
with regard to primary sources, and 
the different tedmi co fecono mi c fea- 
tures of the individual types of plant in 
relation to the possibilities of using 
them to meet future requirements. 

The strategc choices were decid- 
ed by ENEL even before the 1973 en- 
ergy crisis on the basis of expected 
development concerning the availabil- 
ity of sources; maximum possible utili- 
sation of residud domestic resources 
(hence, for example, the commitment 
of exploit geo thermal energy) and 
maximum contribution from nudear 
sources in order to reduce as Far as 
possible importations of fossil fuels, 
especially oil. These option* are con- 
sistent with the programme of other 
SC countries. Now that recent inter- 
natxjnd forecasts (the “World Energy 
Outlook" prepared by the OECD in 
1977, for example) anticipate o fur- 
ther rise in tension on the oil merket. it 
is increasmgfy evident that the situo- . 
fion will become critical if target dates 
are not met, as has happened up to 
now with regard to implementation of 
the nudear programme, even when 
the low provided for quicker proce- 
dures.

ENEL’S PLANS 


With regard to hydroelect ri c 
power, too, ENH. is going ahead with 
plans for the construction of new 
plants for the utilisation of such residu- 
d resources as are Still competitive, 
for the modernisation of old and ob- 
solete hydroelectric plants, and above 
oil for the construction af large pump- 
ing plants. In this latter sector ltdy is 
in the avant-garde, and already has 
in operation of under construction 
plants for a total of over 7,500 MW. 

Although the contribution from 
those hydroelectric plants which may 
still be built is modest in terms of the 
requirements to be met, the corre- 
sponding saving in oil with regard to 
the balance of payments with foreign 
countries should not be underestimat- 
ed. 


ENEL is firmly committed to making 
every possible economy, in considera- 
tion of the size and singularity of the 
corporation. Among the most import- 
ant results obtained are the following: 

— a reduction of over 2,400 billion 
lire in financing requirements, ob- 
tained by integrating the pumping 
plcrts into the pro ductive system 
and in consideration af expected 
nudear developments; 

— reductions, by comparison to the 
first year after nationalisation 
(1963). of: 

11% in specific consumption of 
troditiond fuel oik; 

36% in the overage dstance tra- 
veled by energy on the primary 
network; 

20% in transmission and distribu- 
tion lasses with a saving of over 
200 Wfion Lire in fuel oil during 
1977 alone; 

— on increase in productivity: by 
comparison to the electricity com- 
panies absorbed during the pro- 
cess of nationdisotion, the in- 
crease in ENflEL's persemefby the 
end of 1977 was 257% fifw does 
not include personnel hired by 
EMSL for the direct execution erf 
work formerly subcontracted by 
the efifferent comp an ies to other 
firms) ogomst an increase in elec- 
tricity production af aver 156%. 
The number of persons employed 
per kWh produced has thus been 
halved. 


Thanks to the savings and produc- 
tivity increases just mentioned, the rise 
in management costs has been con- 
tained within levels considerably low- 
er than those registered by prices in 
general: ENEL's actions have given 
rise ot a continuous reduction, in 
steody money, in the average cost of 
the kWh; so much so that hod there 
not been heavy increases in the price 
of Fuel dl in 1977 following the oH 
crisis, this cost would have worked out 
at 40% less than in 1963 against 25% 
in 1973. 


Forecasts concerning energy and 
ccpoaty requirements ore dasely 
linked to those for the country's eco- 
nomic development, which may be 
summed up by its GNP. The following 
are die estimated average annual 
rates of increase for Italy: 4% for the 
five-year period 1976-1980; 4% (mini- 
mum) end 5% (maxi mum) for the peri- 
od 1981-1985. The average annuo! in- 
crease in e l ectricity requirements For 
the 1976-80 period a expected to be 
6.4% (maximum) and 8% for the peri- 
od 1981-1985. the minimum assumed 
rale is 6.4% for the whole period 
1976-1985. 

For the purposes af preparing op- 
erating programmes, only the maxi- 
mum auumption is taken into consid- 
eration: this gives a requirement of 
283 dlbon kWh and a peak of 53,500 
MW m 1985. This is because should 
the demtmd turn out to be greater 
than expected during the period cov- 
ered by the programme it would not

By 1985 ENEL wiU have in opera- 
tion hydro el ectr ic plants for over 
5,000 MW ; tro d hood thermoelectric 
plants (already under construction an 
the basis of previous programmes) for 
approximately 1 1 ,300 MW, and gas 
turbine plants for approximately 2000 
MWi in order to meet the remaining 
requirements with adequate safety 
margins, ENEL had previously fore- 
cast that new insfofletions would be 
nuclear plants only [including the nu- 
dear power plant at Coarse, which is 
shortly to begin operations). 

With regard to the OPE (Inter- 
Ministerial Committ e e for Economic 
Planning) resolution of 23rd December 
1977. the central and load authorities 
will undoubtedly take the necessary 
measures to compensate for the de- 
lays that have accumulated in deabng 
with aArrinisfrative procedures and 
therefore dso in the rectsafion of the 
plants planned. Part of these, delays is 
unfortunately no longer recuperaUe, 
and recourse to a supplementary pro- 


in spite of economies and produc- 
tivity increases the balance sheet is 
strongly influenced by the initial situa- 
tion and by the conditions under 
which ENEL has been obliged to oper- 
ate. Without on endowment fund for 
ten years and obliged to pay cash 
compensation to the nationalised com- 
panies over a ten-year period (ap- 
proximately 2,300 billion Lire in capi- 
tal and interest], until half way 
through 1974 ENH. never increased 
the electricity rates. When increases 
were finally granted, after a 15-year 
freeze, they were sufficient to recover 
only a part of the eno rmou s increases 
which occurred after 1973 in all items 
making up the cost of electricity ser- 
vices. However, the recent ap proval 
by the competent authorities of the 
national energy plan providing a se- 
ries of measures for the period 1978- 
1981 (further increase if 3J300 billion 
Lire in the endowment fund and annu- 
erf review of rates) will enable ENEL to 
adeeve economic and financial equi- 
librium.

MOSCOW, April 10 (NYT>— 

The Soviet Union sharply reduced 
its trade deficit with the capitalist 
world last year to 51.59 billion 
( 1.11 billion rubles), cutting back 
an imports and poshing exports to 
nearly every major Western coun- 
try. according to official statistics 
published today. 

The statistics showed a sharp de- 
cline in trade with the U nited 
States, which slipped last year to 
fifth place among. Moscow’s capi- 
talist trade partners — behind West 
Germany, Japan, Italy and France. 

In 1976, the Soviet Union listed, the 
United States as second, behind 
only West Germany. . 

Embassies ana businessmen 
from UiL, Japanese and West Ger- 
man companies here have all also 
noted stagnation or decline in busi- 
ness over the past year. Most erf 
them do not believe the Russians 
have reduced trade because of loss 
of interest in advanced western 
technology, or changes in the politi- 
cal 

Some believe the Russians are 
trying to reduce their foreign debt 
in hard Western currency — be- 
lieved to have reached 514 billion 
last year. Others suggest they are 
holding off on new orders for

U.S. trade in 1977 was 5L86 bil- 
lion, almost all of it in exports to 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet statis- 
tics. which apparently include 
goods ordered m 1977 but which 
will not be delivered until this year, 
put total US. trade at 522 bil- 
lion — still 30 per cent lower than 
the 1976 figures. 

West German and Japanese 
trade, which had grown rapidly 
since the early 1970’s, stagnated 
last year. 

West Germany did 553 billion 
(10.98 billion DM) worth of busi- 
ness with Moscow last year, about 
l -percent less than in 1976 (then- 
exports to the U.SSJL actually 
dropped 4.7 percent, according to 
West German figures). 

Japan, whose trade was $3.42 bil- 
lion in 1976, did $336 billion worth 
of business here last year.

Swiss Numbered Account Under Attack 


LONDON, April 10 (AP-DJ) — 
Wholesale prices for manufactured 
products increased 03 percent in 
March, putting the pr eliminar y in- 
dex 1 1 .

These examples just begin to illustrate the trend;

Degussa or BASF as wdl as the more modest activi- 
ties of a wide range of smaller concerns fill oul the 
picture. The Conference Board, which keeps track of 
foreign investments in the United States, reports 
that West Germany headed the list of foreign inves- 
tors Iasi year, accounting for nearly one-finh of the 
274 registered projects. 

The surge of investment marks a reversal of capi- 
tal flows b et we en the two nations. Statistics com- 
piled by the Bundesbank show that West Germany 
the upper hand for the first time in 1976. 

1 direct investments in the United States that 
year were valued at 1.676 tuition Deutsche marks, 
against just 538 million DM of U.S. direct invest- 
ment in West Germany. 

The trend continued in 1977: private German in- 
vestments in the United States totaled 913 milli on 
DM in the first three quarters, against 325 million 
DM by US firms in West Germany. U.S. invest- 
ments actually registered a net decline of 2 millinn 
DM in the secxuid quarter. 

The change in currency relations clearly is one of 
the basic reasons for the shift. The Bundesbank's 
index of mark revaluation, which takes year-end 


1972 as its base, shows that the mark has gained 56 
percent against the dollar at current rates. This ap- 
preciation reduces the cost of imported raw materi- 
als, but it plays havoc with wage costs. 

Wage Costs Spinning 

The I ns til ule of the German Economy, a business- 
supported research group in Cologne, published in 
February a computation showing wage costs in man- 
ufacturing heading those in the six major Western 
industrial nations. Figuring hourly wage costs, in- 
cluding fringes, at the average exchange rate for 
1977 (one dollar eq uals 232 DM), West Germany 
registered 18.92 DM, the United States 17.76; 
France, 12.23; Italy, 11.83; Japan, 1037, and Brit- 
ain, 8.09. In 1975. the study notes, U3. hourly wage 
costs exceeded those here by 3 percent In 1977, due 
to exchange-rate shifts and the ovcrproportioaal rise 
in fringe benefits, West German costs climbed 6 - 
percent above U.S. costs. Commerzbank notes that a 
dollar value between 2 and 2.10 DM raises this gap 
to 1 5-to-20 percent.

Ushiba Sees 
Yen Steady 
With Dollar 

Says Japan to Alter 
Trade Concessions 

GENEVA. April 10 (AP-DJ)— 
Nobuhiko Ushiba, Japan’s minister 
of state for external affairs, said to- 
day he does not think the dollar 
wifi continue to fall against the yen, 
but he and other Japanese officials 

said the yen’s appreciation was 
cause for concern and indicated it 
could cause trouble with the world 
trade liberalization talks now und- 
erway. 

Mr. Ushiba, in Geneva for the 
trade talks being conducted under 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), said it was his 
personal belief that the Bank of Ja- 
pan would not engage in any fur- 
ther “big-scale interventions” to 
curb the rise of the yen. 

Nonetheless, Mr. Ushiba said 
that if the dollar continued to 
decline, it would create a very un- 
settled situation in so far was world 
trade talks are concerned. He said 
that nations would be reluctant to 
commit themselves to long-range 
plans to liberalize trade if they be- 
lieved the future held the likelihood 
of wide currency fluctuations. 

Co n cer n ing the GATT talks, Mr. 
Ushiba said Japan would improve 
its offers to cut tariffs and gram 
other trade concessions, but be de- 
clined to give details. He said that 
he still hoped that a final package 
would be settled by the end of July. 
He declined to say whether Japan 
would agree to a system of selective 
safeguards that the Common Mar- 
ket has been seeking and which the 
United States is reportedly ready to 
accept. 

In Washington, Michiya Mat- 
sukawa, Japan’s vice-minister for 
finance, said late last week that the 
recent rise of die yen has become 
“a real concern” for both the Japa- 
nese government and the business 
community. He said his visit was 
not aimed to advocate a “target 
zone” arrangement to stabilize the 
dollar against other key currencies. 
Rather, he insisted that his talks 
with officials centered on broader 
economic issues intended to help 
prepare the way for Premier Takeo 
Fukuda’s visit early next month. 

In Tokyo, high ranking govern- 
ment officials said monetary issues 
will not be a major topic at the up-, 
coming U 3. -Japan summit meet- 
ing. “The question of the apprecia- 
tion of the yen won’t be a major 
issue.” Officials said the Japanese 
government is waiting for President 
Carter to raise the issue of the 
dollar’s stability. They said Japan 
does not consider it a major point 
for discussion now with the United

Energy Bill 
Needed Now 
Miller Says 

WASHINGTON, April 10 
(AP) — Federal Reserve chairman 
William Miller said today that in- 
flation wQl cut into the housing 
market, slow economic growth and 
lead to higher unemployment un- 
less Congress acts quickly to reduce 
U.S. dependence on foreign oil. 

“Unless we take steps, an infla- 
tion rate of 6 percent will look 
low.” he told the House Banking 
Committee. 

Consumer prices rose 1.4 percent 
in January and February, which 
translates into an annual inflation 
rate of 8.4 percent. Wholesale price 
increases have also pointed to a 
possible increase in inflation. 

Economists often say higher 
prices accompany economic growth 
and higher employment. But Mr. 
Miller contended that the inflation 
now taking place will discourage 
investors and make business activi- 
ty and jobs more scarce. He said 
the decline of the dollar will add 
substantially to inflation and sug- 
gested the answer to both problems 
may be quick action by Congress 
on President Carter’s energy bill. 

Even if it does not pass a perfect 
bill, he said. Congress must act to 
reduce U.S. dependence on foreign 
oil. Reduced oil imports would cut 
the trade deficit, increase the value 
of the dollar and hold down infla- 
tion. he said. 

Mr. Miller said the Fed cannot 
do much on its own to stop infla- 
tion now because tight credit might 
contribute to unemployment. “I be- 
lieve the national interest is best 
served with an oil policy or an anti- 
inflation policy rather ihan ndyine 
on monetary policy to fill the gap. 
he said.

l/.S. Tightens Security on Reports 
Due to Suspected Trade Data Leak 

WASHINGTON. April 10 (AP-DJ)— The Commerce Depart- 
ment, suspicious that key U.S. statistics are becoming available io 
the foreign-exchange market before the official release time, has 
tightened security procedures on two major reports. 

The monthly report on merchandise trade and the quarterly pre- 
liminary report on economic growth will be distributed as usual a 
half-hour before the official release times, but reporters will not be 
able to make phone calls or leave the distribution room until the 
release time. 

Word of the unexpectedly large $432-bfllion trade deficit for 
February apparently leaked into European currency markets before 
its official release time of 9 a m on March 31. 

The evidence is “circumstantial at best,” Ernest Loti to. the 
department’s director of communications, said. “We still don’t 
know if anything is amiss, but if anyone's takin g advantage of it 
(leaked information), they could be making a lot erf money on iL” 
He said the department also will be taking steps to ensure tighter 
internal controls on the sens tive data. 

The first hint that the trade figures had been leaked was a call 
from a large European bank to the AP-Dow Jones Economic Re- 
port office in New York — several minutes before the figures were to 
be released, complaining that the dollar was sharply lower in West 
Germany on word that the deficit was far greater than expected. A 
large U.S. bank also complained to the Federal Reserve Board that 
it suspected a leak of the trade figures, a Fed spokesman con- 
firmed.

not only can Buckley execute the 
international thriller as well as 
nearly anyone working in the par- 
ticular genre— and a good deal bet- 
ter than some who have been work- 
ing at it for many books — but also 
that he threatens to turn this form 
of fiction into effective propaganda 
for his ideas. 

Indeed, if it were not somewhat 
mischievous to say so, one would 
be tempted to conclude that Buck- 
ley is rapidly learning to turn his 
ideological program into fiction at 
least as effectively as his sometime 
arch-rival Gore Vida! does. It 
should quickly be added, however, 
that anyone who disagrees with 
Buckley's conservative politics need 
not worry about having his head 
turned by “Stained Glass." Along 
with the built-in message that the 
West should perhaps have opposed 
more vigorously the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Eastern Europe, there is 
built-in self-mockery. It isn't just 
that several characters at one point 
make fun of a political columnist 
who sounds rather like Buckley 
himself. It’s also that there's a light- 
ness of touch and a facileness in 
“Stained Glass" which suggests 
that even if Buckley is dead serious 
about the ingredients of his novel 
he is having nothing but fun mixing 
them all together. 

How. precisely, does Buckley

writer has too optimistically as- 
sumed that one of his predicates or 
modifiers is going to do double 
duty, when really it cannot" ("No 
amount of money or people can in- 
fluence me”).

Avoiding the Traffic 
In a Provence Village 

By Jeffrey Robinson 

P UYRICARD, France (IHT) — Ron Sokol happily admits to 
being one of the three most conspicuous people in town. The 
other two are his Japanese wife, Junko, and their son. Andre, who 
knows everyone in town on a first-name basis. 

This village of 300 people, just outside Aix-en-Provence, has 
only one American lawyer-author — that’s Sokol, only one Japa- 
nese Cordon Bleu chef — that’s Junko. and only one 6 -year-old 
who acts as if he’s running for mayor — that’s Andre. Adding to 
the Sokol’s reputation around town, they also have the only au- 
thentic Japanese garden. 

“I set up my law practice here five years ago," Sokol says, 
“because I wanted to avoid the traffic.” 

He manages that very well, not only because there is very little 
traffic along the one or two streets that make up Puyricard, but 
because his office is 200 yards away from his Japanese garden, in 
an 18th-century farmhouse in the TwiHrfl* of a park. 

A graduate of the University of Virginia Law School, Sokol 
spent a few years teaching there before coining to Paris in 1966. 
He came to write, having already published three books, one of 
which. “The Law-Abiding Policeman,” is still being used around 
the United States today. He says that he wrote h because ax the 
time no one had ever fully explained the law to police officers — 
the rights of people being searched, when an arr e s t legally takes 
place, what constitutes a proper identification. 

“There was a need for a book like that then, and the need still 
exists, obviously, because the book is still in print. But that was 
behind me when I came to Paris. Because I believe that the only 
way we can find out about our limits is by testing them, I came to 
Paris to write. Over the period of 18 months, I end a good deal of 
writing. It was all work related to the legal field, touching on such 
subjects as the relationship of linguistics to litigation. I was single 
then so I was all income and no expenses. It was a very easy 
existence.” 

The easy existence disappeared when he decided to move to 
Japan. He spent the first six months there trying not to speak 
English and lived in a noisy flat in the center of Tokyo. He even 
slept on the floor. 

“I had decided to learn a languag e totally nnrdntad to English. 
I had seen how I was a different person when I spoke French, so I 
wanted to see if I would be different still while speaking and 
living in yet another foreign culture. I studied various options and 
once I chose to learn Japanese, going to live in Tokyo was quite 
logically the next step." 

One of the first things he noticed about life in Japan was the 
fact that he was suddenly cut off from being able to read. “Dur- 
ing the first three or four weeks in Tokyo I was completely lost. 
Signs meant nothing. I didn ’t know the difference between one 
that said ’In’ and one that said ‘Out.’ I didn’t know which signs 
said ’Gentlemen’ and which rigs said ‘Ladies.’ The problems one 
encounters under such circumstances are obvious.” 

He met Junko in Japan, returning with her to Paris, where they 
were married, in late 1968. As she had never been to the West, he 
was concerned about culture shock. He wanted her to learn 
French, but instead of sending her to the Alliance Francaise, 
where he had studied, he felt it would be easier if she learned the 
lan guage while doing something. So he enrolled her in the Cordon 
Bleu cooking scbooL “She not only learned how to speak, bat 
every night she’d come home and make the three dishes she had 
learned that day in class. It was definitely the best investment I’ve 
ever made. I get returns on that money every time she steps into 
the kitchen.” 

He continued writing, moving to Provence in 1970 and publish- 
ing a book called “Justice After Darwin” in 1975. He believes that

legal philosophy has not kept up with scientific knowled™ aTy ^ 
this century’s explosion in information. “Court d re a rion sT 
kept up with evolving legal philosophies and judges have co^h. 
ered problems such as how does a chOd get us notion of wha. t ^ 
just and how does that vary between cultures. But these concep, tt 
h«H not been integrated, into the legal literature,” be says. , ^ 

For example, he cites the case of an American who finds him- * 
seif in a French jaiL “The American has been brought up in a 
culture where access to someone in jail is easy. In France access is 
generally restricted to the prisoner’s immediate family and his 
attorney. In France the prisoner is more isolated. Now, I feel that 
one of the keys to justice is expectation. The American would 
expect that his friends could visit him in a French jaiL When he 
finds out they can’t, his expectations are frustrated. He perceives 
that as an injustice. These are the kinds of things I tried to deal 
with in the book because justice is not static. Justice evolves with 
tiny** , and the times since Darwin's day have been moving us at a 
faster pace than ever before.” 

Over the last five years, having relumed to the practiceof inter- 
national law, the time devoted to writing has decreased. Yet, sauce 
being in Puyricard, he has managed to finish two books and get 
into a third— aod these have nothing to do with the law. The 
third, stOl in the working stages, is called “When to Marry a 
Foreigner.” 

The other two books are travel guides, in En g lish , to Aix-en- 
Provence and Arles. 

“When we first came here, I went into a bookshop to buy some 
guides in F-n glish. I wanted to send them to my parents to show 
them where I was living. There were none, so I decided to write 
one. I not only wrote the books, but 1 got so far into them that I 
did the page layouts, supervised the printing and even sold than 
myself. 

His opinions in the books are very frank. “I said a few nasty 
things about some of the local restaurants and was then auda- 
cious enough to sell them a copy. That would have been fine, 
except that I made the mistake, of going back there after they read 
the first one to sell them another.”
